Article  4  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
any  alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the 
support  of  the  town  and  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  town,  as  recommended  by  the  finance 
committee  in  its  budget  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
all  sums  so  determined  for  the  purposes  so  determined, 
and  to  pass  any  other  vote  relating  thereto.

Article  9  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  in  favor  of 
granting  permits  to  druggists  for  the  sale  of  liquor  in 
said  town  for  medicinal,  scientific  and  mechanical  pur- 
poses, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  144  of  the  Pub- 
lic Laws.

Total  estimated  expense  of  $119,495.00  represents 
a  net  decrease  of  $18,902.24  over  last  year's  expenses, 
and  based  on  the  present  valuation  means  a  reduction 
of  $4.87  cents  per  $1000.00  of  valuation.  Any  change 
in  valuation  would  of  course  change  these  figures  as  re- 
gards the  rate. 

The  expenditures  on  town  roads  were  kept  within 
the  appropriation  last  year  and  we  are  recommending 
a  decrease  of  10%  for  this  year. 

A  new  item  of  $2000.00  appears  this  year  to  take 
care  of  Old  Age  pensions  which  law  was  passed  at  the 
last  legislature  and  the  town  is  already  obligated  for 
the  above  amount  with  good  prospects  of  a  substantial 
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increase  from  year  to  year.  This  is  an  item  controlled 
by  the  County  Commissioners  and  over  which  your 
Selectmen  have  no  authority. 

Substantial  savings  are  being  made  by  the  two 
School  Boards  and  the  state  has  made  a  large  reduction 
in  its  demand  for  Trunk  Line  and  State  Aid  mainten- 
ance. The  balance  is  made  up  of  cuts  in  nearly  every 
classification. 

In  addition  to  the  above  your  committee  wish  to 
recommend  a  sliding  scale  of  discounts  for  the  pre- 
payment of  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property  taxes 
on  the  following  basis : 

4%  if  paid  before  June  15,  1932 

3%   if  paid  before  July   15,  1932 

2%  if  paid  before  Aug.  15,  1932 

1%  if  paid  before  Sept.  15,  1932 

Provided  the  voters  deem  it  advisable  to  continue 
a  Finance  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year  we  would 
recommend  that  one  of  the  Town  Auditors  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  the  cooperation  given  at  all  times  by  the  Se- 
lectmen, the  two  School  Boards,  the  District  Commis- 
sions and  the  Road  Agent  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  desire  especially  to  record  their  apprecia- 
tion.

The  sum  of  $7,195.00  has  been  deposited  in  Woods- 
ville National  Bank  to  pay  Bonds  Nos.  9,  10,  11,  and  12, 
series  of  1929,  $4,000.00,  with  coupons  due  Feb.  1,  1932, 
on  Bonds  Nos.  9  to  150,  inclusive,  $3,195.00. 
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Recommendation.     It  must  be  obvious  to  any  one 
who  takes  the  time  to  consider  the  question  that  the 
volume  of  business  done  each  year  by  the  district  com- 
missioners and  the  commissioners  of  the  Water  and 
Light    department  is  sufficiently    large  to    warrant  a 
thorough  audit  each  year  of  the  books  of  these  depart- 
ments.    It  is  probably  safe  to  state  that  the  business 
done  by  these  two  branches  of  our  local  government  is 
in  the  amount  of  money  handled  equal  to  or  in  excess 
of  the  money  handled  annually  by  two-thirds  of  the 
towns  in  Grafton    county.     The    more    than    $40,000 
handled  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Fire  District  and 
the  more  than  $70,000  handled  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Water  and  Light  department  amount  to  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money,  and  is  entitled  to  more  thorough 
consideration  than  a  simple  checking  up  of  moneys  said 
to  have  been  received  and  checking  the  additions,  which 
is  all  the  customary  audit  accomplishes.     A  thorough 
audit  takes  time,  and  no  person  competent  to  do  the 
work  can  afford  to  give  the  requisite  time  for  the  nomi- 
nal salary  that  is  attached  to  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  this  office,  a  salary  fixed  years  ago  when  the 
duties  were  but  a  small  part  of  what  these  duties  now 
are  or  should  be.     For  lack  of  suitable  audits  in  the 
past,  but  which  were  audits  in  conformity  to  the  old 
time  custom,  it  is  common  knowledge  that  the  district 
has  suffered  financially.     It  is  recommended  that  the 
commissioners  be  given  authority  to  employ  a  compe- 
tent accountant  and  have  the  books  thoroughly  audited 
at  the  close  of  the  coming  year's  business.     I  wish  to 
compliment  the  several  officers  who  have  the  district's 
financial  bookkeeping  in  charge  for  the  neatness  and 
apparent  correctness  of  their  books.     This  recommen- 
dation is  not  intended  as  a  reflection  upon  any  one's 
incapacity  except  that  of  the  outgoing  auditor.

Transportation  furnished  by  members  of  the 
Rotary  Club  and  others,  and  the  money  from  the  food 
sales,  managed  by  some  of  the  ladies  in  town,  have  been 
a  very  great  help  to  the  athletic  teams.  Mr.  McGaw's 
present  of  screens  has  been  particularly  appreciated  by 
all  those  frequenting  the  high  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  offer  herewith  my  fourteenth  annual  report  of 
the  Woodsville  High  School,  for  the  year  ending  Janu- 
ary 22,  1932. 

The  register  shows  the  largest  number  of  pupils  yet 
attending  this  school  —  one  hundred  seventy-four. 
There  are  eighty-six  boys  and  eighty-eight  girls.  All 
the  twenty-eight  pupils  promoted  from  the  local  eighth 
grade  entered  this  high  school  last  September,  and  they 
are  all  yet  in  school.  This  is  an  unusual  record.  We 
still  feel  that  two  hundred  pupils  can  be  accommodated 
to  the  advantage  of  all,  and  we  hope  to  see  this  number 
soon  reached. 

There  are  twenty-nine  seniors,  forty-nine  juniors, 
thirty-eight  second  year,  fifty-seven  first  year,  and  one 
special  pupil.  The  tuition  list  contains  ninety-one 
names. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  current  year  sixty-seven 
pupils  have  been  present  every  session,  and  quite  a  few 
others  have  been  absent  only  to  be  of  service  to  other 
members  in  the  home ;  this  record  indicates  a  large  de- 
gree of  good  health  and  of  general  interest. 
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We  note  with  sorrow  the  loss  by  death  of  Libera 
Gandin,  a  junior;  her  loyalty,  earnestness,  and  pleasant 
attitude  have  left  with  us  a  happy  memory. 

Last  June  was  completed  the  thirty-fifth  year 
since  the  school  was  definitely  organized  under  the  prin- 
cipalship  of  S.  W.  Robertson  in  September  1896.  A 
class  of  twenty-four  was  graduated,  the  members  being 
Raymond  F.  Atwood,  Marjorie  L.  Bailey,  Christine  A. 
Batten,  Mabel  M.  Brill,  Luigi  J.  Castello,  Grace  M. 
Chamberlin,  Parker  M.  Child,  Leona  M.  Clough,  G.  Min- 
ola  Derby,  James  C.  Drury,  Irene  A.  Fearon,  A.  Cloyde 
Greenwood,  Marion  U.  Mann,  Barbara  A.  Mclntire. 
Jessie  E.  McNulty,  M.  Doreen  Nelson,  Peter  C.  Nicol,

In  scholarship  rank 
Doreen  Nelson  took  first  place,  and  Jessie  McNulty  sec- 
ond place.  To  John  O'Neil  was  awarded  the  Alumni 
Attainment  medal,  presentation  being  made  by  Henry 
T.  Rowden  of  the  class  of  1919. 

The  Junior  exhibition  of  public  speaking  was  pre- 
pared by  Mrs.  Luvia  Mann  Smith  of  the  class  of  1901. 
All  juniors  were  trained  in  the  elements  of  elocution; 
and  twenty,  who  chose  to  do  so,  took  part  in  the  pub- 
lic appearance  on  May  eleven.  Traditions  of  prize 
speaking  were  preserved,  but  judges  and  money  prizes 
were  omitted,  and  a  larger  number  of  pupils  received 
benefit  from  the  training. 

Extra-curricular  activities  center  around  the 
Cycle,  lyceum,  orchestra,  band,  field  hockey,  football, 
basket  ball,  and  baseball.  All  of  these  feel  the  lessened 
receipt  of  funds,  and  are  being  managed  at  the  least 
expense.  It  does  cost  something  to  furnish  equipment 
needed  for  these  activities,  for  we  are  trying  to  give 
many  pupils  a  chance  to  participate. 

Numerous  routine  events  are  noted  in  the  office 
scrap  books.  These  include,  staging  an  operetta  in 
three  consecutive  evenings ;  serving  dinner  to  the  local 
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Rotary  club ;  preparing  daily  lunches  during  the  winter 
term;  the  Junior  promenade;  winning  a  cup  in  inter- 
scholastic  speaking  at  Durham ;  several  visiting  speak- 
ers at  assembly  meetings;  and  other  incidents  which 
contribute  to  the  life  of  a  school. 

During  the  school  day  the  youth  of  this  vicinity 
is  in  school.  Here  these  young  people  meet  with  each 
other;  they  are  brought  into  contact  with  the  best 
thoughts  of  the  leaders  of  mankind ;  they  are  learning 
to  develop  thinking  and  to  find  satisfying  pleasure  in  it. 
This  is  no  small  achievement  of  a  school  course. 

At  intervals  report  cards  and  pages  of  information 
are  sent  home  by  pupils,  and  weekly  notes  are  printed 
in  the  local  papers,  in  order  to  keep  parents  and  com- 
munity informed  of  the  school  work.  All  persons  in- 
terested are  cordially  invited  to  visit  at  any  hour  and 
to  see  the  school  in  action.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  OF 
HAVERHILL 


We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Haverhill 
School  Board,  submit  the  following  report: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  undertaken  only 
those  repairs  which  seemed  unavoidable.  The  founda- 
tion of  the  East  Haverhill  school  was  ruined  at  the  time 
of  the  flood,  by  water  standing  in  the  basement,  and 
the  building  was  gradually  becoming  unsafe.  This  has 
been  entirely  replaced  by  a  combination  cement  and 
brick  wall  at  a  cost  of  $250.00.  The  sewer  at  Pike  was 
damaged  by  the  same  cause  and  a  large  part  of  this 
had  to  be  replaced.  During  the  last  school  year  we  were 
informed  by  the  state  department  that  we  could  no 
longer  use  the  Domestic  Arts  room  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Academy  unless  we  equipped  it  with  a  fire  escape 
to  conform  to  law.  Upon  investigation  we  discovered 
that  the  cost  of  a  fire  escape  was  almost  prohibitory. 
We  accordingly  decided  to  finish  a  new  room  on  the  first 
floor,  using  the  space  formerly  occupied  as  a  small  and 
little  used  recitation  room,  a  coat  room,  and  a  small 
part  of  the  hall.  The  result  was  very  gratifying.  The 
room  is  larger,  better  lighted  and  more  convenient  than 
the  old  and  the  cost  of  alteration  was  only  $150.00.  A 
new  circulating  heater  has  also  been  installed  at  the 
Center  School  which  is  proving  very  satisfactory  and 
from  which  we  anticipate  a  saving  in  fuel.  Our  school 
buildings  are  now  in  very  good  condition  and  there  is 
no  large  repair  job  in  sight  for  next  year. 

During  the  last  few  years  a  rather  alarming  situ- 
ation has  been  gradually  arising  in  the  north  end  of  the 
town  with  regard  to  tuition  payments  to  the  Woods- 
ville  School  District.  This  will  amount,  during  the 
present  year  to  $1435.,  elementary  $610.00  and  High 
School  $825.00.  We  are  also  informed  that  there  is  a 
prospect  of  an  increase  in  High  School  tuition  from 
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$75.00  to  $90.00.  If  this  tuition  is  to  be  paid  we  must 
naturally  provide  ourselves  with  the  maximum  amount 
so  that  if  the  increase  is  made  the  funds  will  be  avail- 
able for  its  payment.  We  expect  eight  High  School 
pupils  next  year  from  that  section  for  which  we  must 
raise  $720.00.  The  School  Board  has  ascertained  that 
these  pupils  can  be  transported  to  Haverhill  and  cared 
for  there  for  $400.00  and  we  have  accordingly  offered 
that  amount  to  the  Woodsville  School  board  as  the 
limit  beyond  which  we  would  not  pay  next  year,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  both  School  meetings. 

The  School  Board  wishes  at  this  time  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  voters  to  the  steady  decrease  in  the 
budget  during  the  past  four  years.  At  the  School  meet- 
ing of  1928  an  appropriation  of  $36,810.43  was  voted 
to  balance  the  Schoool  Board's  budget.  The  following 
year  this  was  decreased  to  $34,763.27,  in  1930  it  was 
again  decreased  to  $31,346.00,  and  last  year  $28,856.00 
was  raised.  This  year  we  are  asking  for  $25,410.00,  al- 
though our  State  Aid  for  next  year  has  been  reduced 
$631.05.  This  decrease  has  been  brought  about 
through  no  sacrifice  of  efficiency  either  in  the  teaching 
force  or  the  administration  of  the  many  business  de- 
tails of  the  district,  but  rather  by  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  expenditure  of  every  dollar  of  the  taxpayer's 
money  which  we  have  in  charge.  The  district  is  out  of 
debt,  the  last  note  on  the  Pearson  Hall  repairs  having 
been  paid  last  August.  The  budget  for  this  year  has 
received  unusually  careful  consideration  and  is  sub- 
mitted with  the  approval  of  the  town  finance  commit- 
tee. 

The  retiring  member  of  the  Board  is  Mr.  William 
H.  Slight.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School    Board    and  Citizens    of  the    Haverhill 

School  District: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  second  annual  report 
as  superintendent  of  schools. 

During  the  year  1930-1931  the  total  enrollment 
was  391 ;  the  per  cent  of  attendance,  94.4 ;  number  of 
cases  of  tardiness,  625;  school  visits  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  9 ;  by  superintendent,  351 ;  by  citi- 
zens, 476.

Due  to  our  staff  of  capable  experienced  teachers 
the  regular  work  of  the  schools  is  progressing  in  a  sat- 
isfactory manner.  The  buildings  are  in  a  good  state 
of  repair  and  should'  require  but  a  small  expenditure 
for  upkeep  this  year.  The  installation  of  more  efficient 
heaters  and  other  pieces  of  equipment  during  the  past 
few  years  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  lowering  of  op- 
erating expenses. 

Because  of  an  urgent  demand  and  what  seemed  a 
real  need,  a  commercial  course  has  been  introduced  at 
Haverhill  Academy.  While  it  is  understood  that  there 
are  not  office  positions  available  in  unlimited  numbers, 
it  is  felt  that  most  young  people  may  be  benefitted  by 
some  business  training,  whatever  their  occupations. 
In  arranging  for  this  work  the  elective  element  has 
been  broadened  so  that  more  girls  than  formerly  are 
privileged  to  take  work  in  domestic  arts. 

I  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  work  of  the 
team  from  the  domestic  arts  department  which  won 
third  honors  in  the  competitive  state  examinations  at 
Plymouth  on  Scholarship  Day  last  May.

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REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  submit  herewith  my  eighth  annual  report  of 
Haverhill  Academy  and  High  School  for  the  year  end- 
ing Jan.  31,  1932. 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  has  been  91  of  which 
6  have  withdrawn.  There  are  44  boys  and  47  girls. 
The  enrollment  by  classes  is  as  follows:  Seniors  12, 
Juniors  24,  Sophomores  21,  and  Freshmen  34.  The  en- 
rollment this  year  exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  14. 
There  are  12  tuition  pupils  of  which  number  3  have 
withdrawn. 

The  following  pupils  graduated  in  June:  Ida  Dar- 
gie,  Romina  Howard,  Irene  Keith,  Robert  Lee,  Eda 
Moses,  Edward  Norcross,  Frances  Reed,  Helen  Stevens, 
Ethel  Wilson  and  Erwin  Wright. 

First  and  second  honors  were  won  by  Frances  Reed 
and  Romina  Howard  respectively.  The  John  Dexter 
Locke  Latin  prize  of  $40.00  was  won  by  Romina  How- 
ard. Four  of  the  ten  graduates  are  attending  post  sec- 
ondary or  special  trainng  schools. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  was 
97.38,  an  increase  over  last  year's  records. 

The  Domestic  Arts  team  competing  in  the  state 
meet  at  Plymouth  with  ten  of  the  largest  schools  in 
the  state  won  3rd  place.  The  usual  athletic  activities 
have  been  maintained.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  upon 
giving  the  greatest  possible  number  an  opportunity  to 
participate  rather  than  training  a  few  merely  for  the 
purpose  of  winning  games. 

The  band,  orchestra  and  Glee  Club,  all  three  of 
which  have  been  organized  in  the  past  3  years,  have 
through  regular  periods  of  practice  developed  to  a  point 
where  they  are  not  only  useful  to  the  school  but  to  the 
community  as  well.  These  organizations  are  thus  far 
financially  self-supporting. 
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The  school  parties,  introduced  this  year  into  our 
extra-curricula  program,  have  been  sponsored  by  the 
different  classes.  These  parties,  although  not  of  an 
academic  nature,  play  an  extremely  important  part  as 
a  socializing  agency.  Dances  have,  and  are  being  held 
after  Friday  night  games.  The  school  orchestra  fur- 
nishes the  music. 

The  Senior  class  presented  as  their  annual  senior 
play,  "That  Ferguson  Family." 

The  Junior  Prom  which  had  until  two  years  ago 
been  an  annual  affair,  was  held  again  last  year. 

The  spacious  skating  rink  which  was  built  this  fall, 
is  being  enjoyed  by  pupils  and  townspeople  alike. 

Considerable  change  has  been  made  in  the  pro- 
gram of  studies.  The  program  as  it  now  stands  is  as 
follows : 

Latin  Course — First  year,  English,  Latin,  algebra, 
history  of  civilization;  second  year,  English,  Latin,  geo- 
metry, French;  third  year,  English,  Latin,  physics, 
French ;  fourth  year,  English,  Latin,  U.  S.  history,  (el- 
ectives) — advanced  mathematics,  French,  chemistry. 

Social  Science  Course  —  First  year,  English,  his- 
tory of  civilization,  biology,  electives — algebra  or  Home 
Economics ;  second  year,  English,  M  &  M  history,  elec- 
tives— geometry,  French,  any  unit  not  taken  in  first 
year;  third  year,  English,  economics  and  sociology, 
electives  —  French,  home  economics,  physics ;  fourth 
year,  English,  U.  S.  history,  electives — advanced  math- 
ematics, home  economics,  French,  chemistry. 

Commercial  Course  (boys) — First  year,  English, 
history  of  civilization,  junior  business  training,  elec- 
tives— algebra,  biology;  second  year,  English,  M  &  M 
history,  bookkeeping  and  typewriting,  electives — geo- 
metry, French,  any  unit  not  taken  in  first  year;  third 
year,  English,  economics  and  sociology,  typewriting, 
electives — physics,  French ;  fourth  year,  English,  U.  S. 
history,  office  practice,  electives — chemistry,  French. 
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Commercial  Course  (girls  —  First  year,  English, 
home  economics,  junior  business  training,  electives — 
history,  algebra,  biology;  second  year,  English,  home 
economics,  bookkeeping  and  typewriting,  electives — 
geometry,  French  I,  M&M  history;  third  year,  English, 
economics  and  sociology,  stenography  and  typewriting, 
home  economics;  fourth  year,  English,  U.  S.  history, 
office  practice,  home  economics. 

A  comparison  of  the  new  program  and  the  old  one 
shows  that  the  Domestic  Arts  curriculum  has  been  ab- 
sorbed by  the  new  Commercial  curriculum  without  loss 
of  any  of  the  subjects  formerly  taught  in  the  Domes- 
tic Arts  curriculum;  also  that  the  subjects  of  the  Do- 
mestic Arts  curriculum  are  now  offered  as  electives  in 
the  new  Social  Science  curriculum  which  is  essentially 
the  same  as  the  old  English  curriculum.  This  makes 
for  a  greater  degree  of  elasticity  in  the  entire  program, 
while  offering  at  the  same  time  six  new  subjects. 

This  wider  range  and  freer  choice  of  subjects  not 
only  allows  the  pupil  some  personal  freedom  in  his 
choice,  but  also  makes  it  possible  to  forbid  the  pupil, 
whose  previous  record  and  present  aptitude  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  he  could  not  successfully  carry  a  sub- 
ject, from  taking  that  subject. 

The  very  active  interest  and  participation  of  the 
community  as  a  whole  in  all  the  activities  of  the  Acad- 
emy is  gratefully  acknowledged.
